controls the stitch style and length. 
However, some machines have a 
separate dial for the stitch length. 


2. TENSION CONTROL: This 
controls how loose or tight the 
thread is while you're sewing. 


3. THREAD GUIDES: These 
show the direction the thread 
goes to get to the needle. They 
also control the movement of 
the thread. Refer to your manual 
on how to thread your machine. 


4. THREAD TAKE-UP LEVER: 
This moves up and down while the 
needle is stitching to help control 
the flow of the thread. 


5. PRESSER FOOT LEVER: 
This lever raises and lowers the 
presser foot. Lift it up to insert and 
remove fabric and put it down to 


hold the fabric when stitching. 


6. PRESSER FOOT: The foot 
holds the fabric in place and works 
with the feed dogs to move the 


fabric along while it’s being stitched. 


There are different types of feet for 
different jobs. The all-purpose foot 
shown here is used for all the 
projects that follow. 


12. TOP LOAD bobbin case 


7. NEEDLE PLATE: This is a 
metal plate under the presser foot 
that holds the feed dogs. It is where 
the bobbin thread comes up to 
meet the needle coming down. 
There are lines in the metal to use 
as guides for different seam widths. 


8. FEED DOGS: These rough 
teeth work up and down to gently 
move the fabric through the 
machine while you stitch. 


9. REVERSE STITCH LEVER: 
If you hold this down the machine 
will stitch backwards. When the 
lever is released the machine will 


stitch forwards again. 


10. FOOT PEDAL: This sits on 
the floor. It drives the motor when 
you press down on it with your 
foot. Just like an accelerator in a 
car, you can control the speed. 


11. HAND WHEEL: Use the hand 
wheel when you need to move the 

needle up and down manually. Turn 
the wheel towards you. It also spins 
around when the motor is running. 


12. BOBBIN CASE: This holds 
the small spool of bottom thread. 
Some machines have it at the top 
and others at the side. See more 
about bobbins on pages 16-17.

* KEEP IT SIMPLE: As a beginner 
you don’t need a machine that’s 
complicated, with lots of functions. 
But you definitely shouldn’t buy 


a toy machine either. 


* PRICE: Look for a good make and do 
some research. You don’t need to spend 
lots of money. 


e INSTRUCTION MANUAL; A new 

machine will come with an instruction 

manual. If it’s a second-hand 

machine and does not have a 
manual, try going online to 
find the information.

¢ WATCH YOUR FINGERS: Keep 
your hands and finger tips away from 
the needle when stitching. 


¢ NO SPEEDING: Learn to control 
your speed using the foot pedal.

How to fill a bobbin 


Each type of machine will have a different arrangement for filling a bobbin, but the 
principle is usually the same. Here is an example of how a typical bobbin is filled. 
Always use the bobbins provided with your machine, or buy extras of the same 
style and material, as they can vary in size depending on the make.

Turning the hand wheel 
The hand wheel is mainly used for 
raising the needle so you can place or 
remove fabric from under the presser 
foot. It’s also useful if... 

* you want to move work slowly 
under the presser foot, ready to 

start stitching. 

* after stitching the fabric doesn’t want 
to come away from the machine easily. 
Try turning the hand wheel slightly, 
this will move the feed dogs and 
release the threads underneath.

Avoid problems 


* KEEPING THE NEEDLE 
THREADED: Remember not to 

cut the needle and bobbin threads too 
short. If the threads aren’t long enough 
they will pull back as you start and the 
machine will need rethreading. 


* DON’T PULL OR PUSH THE 
FABRIC: Use your hands to guide the 
fabric under the presser foot. Pulling 
and pushing will make uneven stitches 
and can cause the needle to break. 


¢ RAISE THE NEEDLE AND 
PRESSER FOOT: Always do this 
when removing fabric, changing stitch 
style, and threading the needle. If the 
needle is left in the fabric it will break. 


Solve problems 


With any problem it’s best to refer 
to the advice in your machine’s 
instruction manual. 


¢ STITCHING LOOKS WRONG: 
This is usually when the top thread 
and bobbin thread are not working 
together properly. For example, if 
there are loops showing from the 
stitching below, or on top, the stitch 
tension needs adjusting. 


* FABRIC JAMMED IN THE 
MACHINE: After turning off the 
machine, lift the presser foot and use 
the hand wheel to raise the needle. 


-— 


* CORRECT THREADING: Make 
sure the threads are looped around all 
the hooks and levers and the thread 
goes through the needle the right way. 


* BE PREPARED: Check you've 
prepared the fabric as instructed in 
the step-by-step instructions and 
positioned it under the presser foot 
so that you have enough room for 
the seam allowance. 


You will need to cut away the threads 
under the fabric that are caught up in 
the feed dogs. Remove the bobbin 
(and case) and clean out the area under 
the needle plate. You may need to 
remove it to do this. Check your 
instruction manual for help. 


* BROKEN NEEDLE: This can 
happen when you accidentally stitch 
over a pin or forget to take the needle 
out of the fabric. Also, make sure you 
are using the correct needle for your 
machine and fabric.
